Let me work on the 779 million acres of 
America’s grassland ...much of it land 
that can produce little else of food value. 


In the expansion of our livestock- 
grass economy lies a hope for an ade- 
quate meat diet for our growing pop- 
ulation. Through meat animals you can 
utilize grass and roughages to create 
quality protein foods for human use . . . 
and 80 per cent of the growth elements 
in grass that is grazed is returned to the 
soil as manure. Grass also works to in- 
crease food production in other ways. 
It protects our productive topsoil from 
wind and water erosion . . . holds mois 
ture in the soil... helps restore and 
maintain organic matter. Grass works 
to keep America fertile. 


To increase the amount of grass and 
numbers of livestock is a problem. But 
it can be done.

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TREATED SEED OATS ARE 
POISONOUS TO HOGS 


by E. F. Ferrin -

Oats treated with 
Ceresan M. were fed to growing pigs 
at the Minnesota Experiment Station 
Pigs were fed only treated oats and 
water. The grain was not palatable and 
the amount of oats eaten for a week or 
10 days was less than that of untreated 
oats consumed by similar pigs. After 10 
days of feeding, the pigs ate little of the 
treated oats, lost weight and from 15 to 
20 days after the start of feeding, be- 
came sick. The first symptom was a 
weak and unsteady gait followed by 
scouring and vomiting. Some of the 
pigs seemed to become dizzy and turned 
circles in the pens. They usually be- 
came blind and paralyzed before dying. 
All of the pigs fed treated oats died ex- 
cept two, which were kept on this feed 
only 10 days. Deaths from mercury 
poisoning occurred from 25 to 31 days 
after starting to feed the treated oats. 

To see if it is worth while to try to 
salvage treated seed oats, they were 
mixed with good feeds at the rate of 
15¢, in one case and 30°; in another 
The pigs did not show symptoms of 
poisoning. But they gained weight so 
slowly, and required so much feed, that 
it was an expensive method of feeding.

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Let’s Talk Turkey 
About This Threat To Your Welfare 


Some time ago the anti-trust lawyers from Washington brought suit 
to put A&P out of business. 


They asked the court to order us to break up our stores into seven 
groups and sell each group to new owners; to sell our factories to 
still other new owners; to disband the Atlantic Commission Com- 
pany; and to close all our central buying offices, including the Na- 
tional Meat Department, the National Dairy Department and the 
National Egg and Poultry Department. 


Since that time, hundreds of thousands of farmers, as individuals 
and through their organizations, have been adopting resolutions, 
writing letters and running ads expressing their opposition to this 
suit, 


The Farm Bureau Federation, at its recent annual convention in 
Chicago, adopted a resolution that did not specifically refer to the 
A&P suit, but condemned current interpretations of the anti-trust 
laws. The resolution said in part: 


“Regulations should not be used to eliminate the possibility of inte- 
grated systems that are efficient and competitive. Such systems have 
the possibility of bringing about a badly-needed reduction in the 
margins that now exist between the producers and consumers of 
many items.” 


The reason farmers are taking a stand against this suit is because 
they recognize that it is a threat to their welfare; a threat to all agri- 
culture; and a threat to our national economy.

A Threat To Better Distribution 
of Your Products 


A&P is the largest and most efficient distributor of 
farm products. 

Obviously, this attack is a threat to the welfare of 
all the farmers who sell to A&P, for they will have 
to seek new outlets for their products.

To maintain good prices to farmers, therefore, we 
must eliminate unnecessary in-between handling 
costs and operations. 

A&P was founded and has operated for 90 years on 
the theory that the best way to attract and hold 
customers and build bigger markets for farm prod- 
ucts is to give the public more good food for their 
money. 

In order to do that, and at the same time do a good 
job for agriculture, we have had to work constantly 
to find better and less expensive methods of dis- 
tributing food. 

As a result, we have narrowed the spread between 
farm and retail prices. 

The methods we pioneered have been adopted by 
other food distributors. 

All agriculture has profited from them. 

Today farmers get a larger share of the consu- 
mer’s dollar. Their sales are higher. Their income 
is greater. 

This suit threatens to wipe out many of these 
gains. 

Don’t you think agriculture will be hurt by this 
attack on its most efficient marketing outlet? 


A Threat to Your Living Standards 


The farmer is a consumer as well as a producer. 
His “real” income is determined by how much he 
has to pay for all the things he buys. 

This applies to food, as well as clothing and other 


necessities. For today, with the development of 
cash crop farming, practically no farm family pro- 
duces all the food it needs. 

A&P was the first of the nation’s chain stores. To- 
gether with the other chains and mail order houses, 
it has worked to keep living costs down and living 
standards up. 

The public has shown that they like our method of 
distribution by giving us and other efficient dis- 
tributors their patronage, We are big because the 
public made us big. 

If the anti-trust lawyers win this suit, a legal pre- 
cedent will be established that can be used to attack 
anybody who tries to do a better job, give his cus- 
tomers a better deal, and grows big in the process. 
Don’t you think your living costs will go up if the 
company that has done most to keep them down is 
destroyed? 


A Threat To Our National Economy 


That is why we say that the big issue here is not 
whether A&P engaged in some practices that alleg- 
edly violated the anti-trust laws. We know we 
didn’t. We know that we have always tried to run 
a good, clean business. Even if there were some- 
thing wrong with our methods of operation, it 
wouldn’t be necessary to burn down the barn to get 
rid of the mouse. 

The real question here is whether the anti-trust 
laws, which were designed to preserve competition, 
can be turned around to reduce competition. 

The real question is whether we are going to con- 
tinue to encourage people to do a better and more 
efficient job; or whether we are going to let the 
lawyers in Washington blow the whistle on anybody 
who gets a little bigger than his competitor. 
Frankly, we admit that nobody needs worry about 
the owners of A&P. They could make a great deal 
of money by breaking up this company and selling 
off the parts as the anti-trust lawyers wish. 

But we think vou and every other American should 
worry about the kind of economic policy the anti- 
trust lawyers are trying to impose on this coun- 
try—not by way of Congress, as it should be, but 
by way of court decrees. 

You may not sell to A&P or buy from A&P, 

But this is your problem, too. 

You don’t have to believe us. 

Think it over and talk it over with your friends and 
neighbors.

litter cost in half. The large picture on 
pages 38 and 39 shows Mr. Kuhr adding 
a layer of cob litter. 

Ihe built-up system is used in the two 
hen houses, too. Until last year, they used 
straw, but now they’ve switched to corn- 
cobs, which are « heaper and more satis- 
factory. Cobs for hens are chopped, not 
crushed 


A tee: eating an average of 2 pounds 
per head of commercial starter, the 
chicks are switched over to a growel 
mash. The change-over is made by mix- 
ing 2 parts starter with 1 part grower the 
first day, and then adding a higher pro- 
portion of grower each succeeding day 
The shift is completed in five days 

Until last year, the Kubrs had their 
grower mash mixed at the elevator, but, 
to Save extra trips to town, they are now 
using a 36-percent commercial supple 
ment, mixed with their own grains. They 
feed this grower with all the whole oats 
the chicks will eat.

That’s what prompted Tom Raine, Owa- 
tonna, Minnesota, to build a milking par- 
lor in his old barn 

Tom did all his own work, and, w 
finished, his expenses totaled only 

Here’s how the milking parlor 
At milking ume, 4 cows walk up 
ramp into the four 30-inch-high indi 
vidual stalls. A gate, operated by a series 
of pulleys, closes be hind the cows, holding 
them in the stalls. Two cows occupy the 
center stall and are flanked on both sides 
by two more. The center stall has a 3-foot- 
deep alley on each side 

The cows are fed their grain rations 
from the feedboxes at the head of the 
stalls. Raine works in the two alleys. He 
washes the cows in the center stall and 
slips the milking machine on each one 
The milk flows into a 10-gallon can in 
each runway, eliminating a milk pail 

While the two cows in the center stall 
are being milked, Raine prepares the 
two in the flanking stalls for milking 
When the cows in the center stall are 
milked, the machine is easily switched to 
the other two. The milking machine isn’t 
moved. The cows in the center stall are 
released and two more take their place 
This operation is continued until all cows 
are milked. The runway and elevated 
stalls are equipped with drains, which 
are hosed down after each milking 

According to Raine, the new arrange- 
ment lets him see and handle the cow's 
udder better, makes milking easy, and 
cuts the time spent milking. These ad- 
vantages mean a bigger profit for Raine 
from his dairy herd.—E. J. Erickson

Some of 
the crosses made between our own inbred 
strains and Guatemalan corn, produced 
at the Iowa State College Tropical Re- 
search Center in Guatemala, have 
shown root growth far superior to our 
best-vielding hybrids. These Guatema- 
lan crosses have been grown in the Mid- 
wesi and show considerable promise. The 
development of hybrids with more abun- 
dant roots may help to reduce the yield 
damage that root rot often causes 

When root systems remain healthy 
throughout the growing period, the corn 
plant Stays greener longer, too. Observa- 
tions suggest that better vields are ob- 
tained when the stalks and leaves do not 
dry up before frost time, because the 
plants take advantage of the full growing 
season They usually produce better- 
filled ears with about the same moisture 
content as those from plants which dried 
up earlier 

Until we do get hybrids with resistance 
to the fungus parasite or with superior 
root growth, what can be done? 

Good farming practices help kee 


down the damage from root rot. Rotat- 


ing corn with soybeans, oats, and forage 
legumes—so as not to grow corn on the 
same ground for more than two years 

will help to check the parasites. With 
rotated crops, weather and other natural 
factors will hold them to at least an aver- 
age number. The general productivity
